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DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Continued Examination 

1 . A request for continued examination under 3 7 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 3/26/02 has been entered. 

Election/Restriction 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 -4 and 7- 1 0 in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. 

3. Claims 5, 6, and 1 1-13 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 6.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-4 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Shishikui et al (5,534,927) for the same reasons as set forth in Section 7 of the last office action, 
paper number 10, dated 1 1/30/01. 



8. Applicant's arguments filed 3/26/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant asserts on pages 5-8 of the Remarks that the input signal of Shishikui et al is 
not always subjected to both main and subsidiary coding. However, Figure 2 of the applied 
reference illustrates that the same motion-picture portions (i.e. current image signal) are always 
subjected to both 2D- and 1D-DCT processing. Contrary to applicant's interpretations,

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controller 52 has no effect on the coding process (12-14 and 22-24). Rather, it controls only the 
multiplexer 53 so that the subsidiary bit streams 24 are periodically inserted in the main bit 
stream 14 as specified in applicant's claimed invention.
